“In the minds and thoughts of every- 
body interested in Pan-Americanism 
is the question: What is going to 
happen to Pan-America when this 
war is over?’ Immediately there is the 
reply: “The American republics must 
stand together for the eventualities 
that may possibly develop.’ 

ALL HATE AMERICA. 

“While everyone would deplore any 
agitation or suggestion that any 
nation or a group of European na- 


tions following this struggle should 


undertake any territorial aggrandize- 
ment in the western hemisphere or 
in any way take action that would con- 
travene the Monroe doctrine, it must 
be borne in mind and cannot be for 
a moment overlooked that whatever 
way this war results there may be 
little or no love for the United States 
and the other nations which form 
Pan-America. 

“No matter. therefore, how just and 
fair the nations of America have been 
in their efforts to preserve their neu- 
trality, the war passions and the war 
power of the peoples and the govern- 
ments of the victorious group of na- 
tions may force a policy toward the 
Monroe doctrine and toward their re- 
lationship with individual countries of 
the western hemisphere which wil 
demand absolute solidarity of action 
on the part of American republics to 

e their integrity. . ‘ 

“In the light of this terrible 
though regrettahle possibility one su- 
preme thought stands out, and that is: 


“Tf a foreign foe were to succeed in 


destroying the sovereignty of the 
United States, it would only be a ques- 
tion of time when that foe would de- 
stroy the sovereignty of every other 
American republic. 

“In turn there is no doubt what- 
ever that if any foreign foe succeed- 
ed in extending its dominion over a 
considerable part of Latin America, 
and if the nations of Latin America 
should become dependencies, it would 
inevitably follow that the United 
States would meet the same fate, be- 
cause no foreign foe could achieve 
such a result except by a victory over 
the United States. 

THE EVOLUTION.

COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 


Just now the center of the war ac- 
tivities seems to have shifted to the 
southern front, where a great battle 
is reported to be raging between the 
Germans and the Russians in Bes- 
sara bia. It is thought the Turks, 
fearing the capture of Bagdad, have 
abandoned their purpose of a raid 
on the Suez Canal for the time being. 
Meanwhile air raids at Saloniki are 
believed to presage an invasion by 
the central powers of Greece. Con- 
scription remains the burning ques- 
tion of the hour in England, where 
the attitude of the labor parties is 
still the cause of worriment to the 
Cabinet.

BRITISH CRUISER NATAL SUNK. —

FEDERAL AID PROMHSE D 


AN FRANCISCO, Dec. 31.— - 
S eral aid for indigent victims of 

tuberculosis as planned in a bill 
prepared for submission to Congress. 
will receive the support of the United 
States Treasury Department, accord- 
ing to a telegram from W. G. Mo- 
Adoo, Secretary of the Treasury, to 
William Kent, Congressman from 


| California, made public today. 


The bill, which it was said would 
be introduced by Mr. Kent, has as its 
object the standardization of the 
treatment of tuberculosis throughout 
the country, and a provision for ex- 
tending Federal aid wheré necessary. 

The bill authorizes the Secretary of 
the Treasury to provide care and 
treatment for “indigent tuberculosis 
persons who are citizens of the United 
States, but not legal residents of the 
States in which they are temporarily 
located.” 

According to the proposed bill cer- 
tain inetitutions in each State will be 
designated to receive such patients.

These institutions will be subject te 
inspection by officers of the public 
health service “to determine the fa- 
cilities and methods available and in 
use for the care and treatment of pa- 
tients.” 

The bill provides for the payment 
to qualified institutions of a subven- 
tion “fixed annually by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, but not exceeding $1 
a day for each indigent patient ad+ 
mitted with the approval of the Sea- 
retary of the Treasury.”

Surgeoti- 
General of the United States, and of 
numerous other authorities on the 
treatment of tuberculosis.

OIL SUPPLY 
PRICES 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Official 
W government figures made pub- 
lic here tonight disclosed that 
in the face of rising prices of gaso- 
line, production of crude petroleum 
during the last year was greater than 
in 1914, although production was 
“purposely retarded as far as practi- 
able:” that reserve stock of crude 
petroleum now being held in the 
country is the largest ever recorded; 
and that exports of gasoline, to which 
the rise in prices frequently has been 
attributed, were in the last ten months 
of 1915 les than the exports during 
the corresponding period of the two 
years previous.

Tentative Refusal of Great Britain 
to Guarantee Safe Transportation 
Causes Milk Tickets to be Issued 
in Strassburg and Other Teutonic 
Cities.

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—The seri- 
uses of the milk situation in Ger- 
many was outlined today in a state- 
ment by Dr. Badmund von Mach, 
chairman of the Citizens’ Committee 
for Food Shipments, in commenting 
upon the tentative refusal of Great 
Britain to guarantee safe transporta- 
tion of condensed milk and milk 


products inte Germany and Austria- 
Hungary. 


“It was only after incontroverti- 
ble representations of actual milk 
conditions in the central nations had 
been made to Secretary of State 
Lansing that he took up the matter 
with our ambassadors to England and 
France,” said Dr. Von Mach. 

Governmental recognition was given 
to the milk shortage, he declared, by 
summaries appearing in the official 
North German Gazette. These sum- 
maries show that in Berlin on Octo- 
ber 12, it was estimated the milk’ sup- 
piy would suffice only children up 
to four years of age. 

It was announced on November 6 
that milk tickets were to be issued 
in the Templehof for children up to 
4 years of age. On November 13 milk 
tickets were being issued in Schoene- 
berg only to parents of children born 
since 1912.

Public Hearings to be Held 
Early in January.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Dec. 31.—Relief for the Call- 
fornia oil men is to be tacked on as 
an amendment to the bitterly-opposed 
bill. providing for the leasing of oil 
and various other mineral lands. 

Today the House Committee on 
Public Lands decided to report fuvor- 
ably thre Ferris bill, which provides 
that the government retaſh ownership 
of oll lands and lease them to the 
prospectors. The questions of the re- 
Het of the Califorria oll men came 
up. After much discussion, the House 
committee decided to do nothing until 
the oll men had appeared and stated 
their case. This hearing will be had 
some time in January, probably about 
the 10th. The committee etated that 
whatever relief was offered to the Cali- 
fornians woulg then be added as an 
amendment td the Ferris bill. 

Unfortunately this will make the 
California oil men twin brothers to 
a piece of legislation that will be 
fought hard in both houses. 

Senator Shafroth, on the Democratic 
side, and Senator Smoot, the Repub- 
can leader, are both openly opposed 


in the Senate the other day when one 
of the leasing bille came up for as- 
signment to a committee. Senator 
Walsh. author of the Dill, 
have it assigned to his own commit- 
tee—Mines and Mining. Senator Shaf- 
roth and Senator Smoot both fought 
to have it assigned to the Commit- 
tee on Public Lands. Senator Walsh 
lost by a vote of 46 to 28. 

OUTLOOK DUBIOUS. 

It was stated afterwards that this 
Waish bill is really devised by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior and is an ad- 
ministration measure. It is probable, 
therefore, that many Senators who 
voted against referring it to Senator 
Walsh's committee might vote in favor

TEXT OF THE NOTE. 
[RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. r.] 

VIENNA, Dec. 31 (via London.) 
The following note, dated December 
29, in answer to the American govern- 
ment's demand concerning the sinking 
of the Italian steamer Ancona by an 
Austrian submarine, has been deliv- 
ered to Frederick C. Penfield, the 
American Ambassador: 

“In answer to your very esteemed 
note, No. 4307, of the 2ist inst., the 
subscriber has the honor to lay the 
following most respectfully before his 
Excellency, the Ambassador of the 
United States of America, Frederick 
Courtiand Penfield: ; 

“The imperial and royal govern- 
ment agrees thoroughly with the 
American Cabinet that the sacred 
commandments of humanity must be 
observed also in war. Just as it has 
hitherto given at no time and to no 
person occasion to doubt its respect 
for these commandments, in like man- 
ner, alsotwin the whole course of this 
war, which presente such pictures of 
confusion of moral conceptions, has 
it given numerous proofs of humani- 
tarian sentiments towards enemies as 
well as toward neutral states, and it 
was not due to this government that 
it was, a short time ago, not in har- 
mony with the Washington Cabinet 
precisely on a question which it (the 
Austro-Hun@arian government,) in 
harmony with the entire public opin- 
ion in Austria-Hungary, regarded as 
principally a question of humanity. 
“The imperial and royal govern- 
ment can also substantially concur 
in the principle expressed in the very 
esteemed note, that private ships, 
in so far as they do not flee or offer 
resistance, may not be destroyed with- 
out the persons aboard being brought 
into safety. 

“The imperial and royal govern- 
ment is very responsive to the assur- 
ance that the Federal government lays 
value upon seeing that the good rela- 


tions which happily exist between 
Austria-Hungary and the United 
States of America, remains. It re- 
ciprocates this assurance most 


warmly, and is now, as heretofore, 
concerned to render these relations 
more hearty, so far as lies in its 


power. | < 
“Guided by the me spirit of 
frankness as the government of the 
Union, the imperial and royal gov- 
ernment, although it does not find in 
the note frequently referred to the 
answer to all the legitimate questions 
submitted by it, is willing to communi- 
cate to the Federal government the 
result of the investigation, which in 
accordance with existing departmental 
reculations was begun immediately 
after the receipt of the fleet report 
on the sinking of the Ancona, and 
which was just recently received. 
The result of this investigation may 
be summarized as follows: On No- 
vember 7, 1915, at 11:40 o’clock in 
the forenoon, the commander of the 


north, longtitude, 10:08 east, In foggy 
weather, at a distance roundly 3000 
meters and one point to starboard, 
the outlines of a large Italian steamer. 
He took it at first for a transport 
steamer and turned about and fired 
from his rear gun a warning shot far 
from the vessel. p 

“Simultaneously he displayed the 
signal, ‘Leave the ship.’ The steamer 
did not stop but rather turned aside 
and sought to escape. The com- 
mander at first remained stopped for 
some minutes in order to increase the 
distance, since he feared the steamer 
had a stern gun and would fire at 
the submarine with it. 

“When the distance had reached 
4500 meters, he had the pursuit taken 
up with full power and fired from his 
forward gun at a decreasing distance 
sixteen shells, among which he ob- 
served three hits. 

“During the chase the steamer went 
zig-zag and stopped only after the 
third hit. Thereupon the commander 
ceased firing. 

“During the flight the steamer had 
already, while at full speed, let some 
boats with persons in them, fall, which. 
immediately capsized. After stopping 
the steamer began launching boats. 

“From a distance of about 2000 me- 
ters the commander saw that six boats 
were filled and rowed hastily away 
from the steamer. Another boat was 
capsized and floated keel up. The 
people held onto the hanging lines and 
to the capsized boat. 

“During the further approach of the 
submarine. the commander saw that 
a great panic reigned aboard and that 
he had to deal with a passenger 
steamer, namely the Ancona, from 
Genoa. Therefore, he gave the occu- 
pants of the steamer more time than 
was required to leave the ship in 
lifeboats. ‘ 

“At least ten lifeboats were still 
aboard, which would have more than 
sufficed for the rescue of the persons 
still aboard. One of these boats, hung 
full of people, half turned out on 
davits. 

“Since, however, except for this, no 
further move was made to lower 
boats, the commander decided after a 
lapse of forty-five minutes, to torpedo

“Of the other boats none was low- 
ered into the water, although persons 
could still be observed aboard. The 
steamer gradually righted itself to an 
even keel and settled so slowly that 
the submarine commander at first 
doubted whether the steamer would 
sink. Not until 1:20 o'clock did 
it sink, after a lengthy paralled set- 
tling with the bow first. 

“During these further forty-five 
minutes, all persons yet aboard could 
have been saved without difficulty 
with the boats still on fiand. 

“From the fact that this, contrary 
to his ons, was not done, the 
commander concluded that the crew, 
contrary to all seamen’s customs, had 
accomplished their own rescue with 
the first boats and abandoned to them- 
selves the passengers entrusted to their 
protection. 

“The weather at this time of the 
incident was good and the sea calm, 
so that the lifeboats could have 
reached the nearest coast without dan- 
ger as indeed the lifeboats actually 
were damaged only by the unskilled

“As appears from the above ad- 
duced state of affairs, the very es- 
teemed note of December 9 is based 
in many points on incorrect ises. 
Information reaching the United 
States government that solid shot was 
immediately fired toward the steamer 
is incorrect; it is incorrect that the 
submarine overhauled the steamer 
during the chase; it is incorrect that 
only a brief period was given for get- 
ting the people into the boats. 

“On the contrary, an unusually long 
period was granted to the Ancona for 
getting passengers in the boats. 

“Finally, it is incorrect that a num- 
ber of shells were still fired at the 
steamer after it had stopped. 

“The facts of the case demonstrate 
further that the commander of the 
submarine granted the steamer a full 
forty-five minutes time, that is more 
than an adequate period, to give the 
persons on board an opportunity to 
take to the boats. Then, as the peo- 
ple were not all saved, he carried out 
the torpedoing in such a manner that 
the ship could remain above water 
the longest possible time, doing this 
with the purpose of making possible 
the abandonment of the vessel in 
boats still on hand. Since the ship 


remained a further forty-five minutes] 


above water, he could have accom- 
Plished his purpose if the crew of the 
Ancona had not abandoned the pas- 
sengers in a manner contrary to duty. 

“With full consideration, however, 
to this conduct of the commander, 
aimed at accomplishing the rescue of 
the crew passengers, the Imperial and 
Royal Marine authorities reached the 
conclusion that he had omitted to 
take adequately into consideration the 
panic that had broken out among the 
passengers, which rendered difficult 
the taking to the boats and the spirit 
of the regulation that Imperial and 
Royal Marine officers shall fall in giv- 
ing help to nobody in need, not even 
to an enemy. 

“Therefore, the officer was pun- 
ished in accordance with the exist- 
— rules for exceeding his instruc- 
tions. 

“The Imperial and Royal govern- 
ment, in the face of this state of af- 
fairs, does not hesitate to draw the 
corresponding conclusion respecting 
the indemnification of American cit- 
izens affected by the sinking of the 
prize, but in this regard it makes the 
following statement: 

“The investigation into the sinking 
of the Ancona could naturally fugnish 
no essential point to show in how far 
a right to an indemnity ig to be 
granted American citizens. The Im- 
perial and Royal government cannot, 
indeed, even according to the view 
of the Washington Cabinet, be held 
liable Yor damages which resulted 
from the undoubtedly fustifiéd bom- 
bardment of the fleeing ship. 

“It should just as little have to an- 
swer for the damages which came to 
pass before they torpedoing of the 
ship, through the faulty lowering of 
ee or the capsizing of lowered 

Ats. 

“The Imperial and Royal govern- 
ment must assume that the Wash- 
ington government is in a position and 
disposed to give it (the Austro-Hun- 
garian government) the required and 
certainly not unimportant informa- 
tion in this respect. 

“If, however, because of possible 
lack of material proofs the particular 
circumstances under which American 
citizens suffered damage should not 
have become known to the Union gov- 
ernment, the Royal government, in 
consideration for the humanely deep- 
ly regrettable incident, and by a de- 
sire to proclaim once again its friend- 
ly feelings toward the Federal govern- 
ment, would be gladly willing to disre- 
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may 
affair of the Ancona as settied with 
the foregoing statements, it reserves 
to itself at this time the right to bring 
up for discussion at a later period the 
difficult questions of international law 
connected with submarine warfare.

BY CHILE.

LONDON, Dec. 15.—The announce- 
ment that a million follars worth of 
Chilean government bonds have been 
purchased in the London market on 
behalf of the ublic’s sinking fund 
is a reminder/of the improved eco- 
nomic situation in South America. 

“The first effect of the outbreak of 
war,” comments the Times, “was to 
accentuate the depression in business 
there and to lead to numerous de- 
faults on securities held in this 
country. | 

“But the substantial rise in 
of practically all its commodities ex- 
ported to Europe which ensued later. 
stimulated commercial activity, and 
in a comparatively short period signs 
were discernible of a healthy state of 
economic convalescence. Nitrate, 
which at the outbreak of war was 
almost unmarketable, is now com- 
manding double the price which ruled 
then, and the revival of this industry 
no doybt has been of considerable as- 
sistance to Chile’s national finances. 
“To her credit, also, it should be 
pointed out that, in spite of the dif- 
ficulties caused by the war, Chile can 
claim the distinction that at a time 
when defaults were almost the order 
of the day she played her part in 
upholding the best traditions of South 
American finance by the faithful dis- 
charge of her obligations to her 
creditors. One result of the war has 
been to develop trade between the 
South American republics, and the ac- 
tivity of business in such places as 
Paraguay is to be attributed partly to 
this cause. 
“Moreover, the United States has, 
by enlarging her banking connections 
in the south, encouraged oversea 
trade, and we learn from private ad- 
vices that the position in Brazil Is 
‘gradually improving, thanks partly 
to thie assistance.”

BIG INDEMNITY 
IS IMPOSSIBLE. 


Won't be Required, 
Question of Policy Involved 
if the Allies Win, 


Economists Take Different 
Views of Question. 


A. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE} 

LONDON, Dec. 16.— The exaction 
of a large indemnity as a part of the 
terms of peace in the present war is, 
I believe, out of the question,” de- 
olares Joseph King, Member of Parlia- 
ment from Somerset, who has figured 
in the House of Commons for the past 
five years as an expert on economic 
questions. The question as put to him 
was, at the close of the war, will it be 
possible, and if possible, will it be 
good policy, for the victors to impose 
a heavy money indemnity on the van- 
quished? 

In jhis@reply, Mr. naturally 
assumes that the Entente Powers will 
be the victors, but he tnsists that they 
have 5 to gain 4 an effort * 
extract indemnity m 
her allies. 


Ot course,” he says, “we hear 
many Englishmen remark: ‘Certainly, 
we shall make Germany pay every 
penny we can get out of her, and we 
shall go on fighting until we can get 
termes including a big sum in money! 
That sounds very simple, but is it pos- 
sible? The imposition of an indem- 
nity is a very complicated and di- 
cult question to decide. 

“Take, for example, the huge in- 
demnity paid after 1871 by France to 
Germany. As a consequenee of this, 
the prosperity and trade of France 
was recuperative and progressive, 
while Germany was depressed an 
suffering. Bismarck himself acknowl- 
edged this, and economists in both 
France and Germany attributed it to 
the way in which Germany received 
her French indemnity payments. 

“In subsequent wars, notably 
Russo-Japanese war, claims for in- 
demnities in money, even when made 
by the victors, have not been 
because of the immense ulties 
which they present. 

“Any indemnity commensurate 
with the range and losses of this war 
must be taken at a huge figure. Five 
billion dollars, a sum less than the 
British Parliament has already voted 
for the war, may be taken as the low- 
est figure likely to be named. Now 
to pay five billion dollars from one 
side to another is impossible in gold. 
Even if gold payments could be made, 


immensely inflate prices in the coun- 
try receiving the gold. Prices being 
raised enormously with no increase in 
the volume of trade, manufactures or 
commodities, would mean intense pri- 
vation to the poor and a complete up- 
set of commerce 

“The French government surprised 
the world when in September, 1873, 
just twenty-seven months after the 
first indemnity payment, she paid to 
Germany the last installment, making 
a total of a billion dollars. France 
was able to do this by buying credit 
bills in London, Amsterdam and else- 
where. One-third of a billion dollars 


don, for English trade had been brisk 
while Germany and France were fight- 
ing, and London bankers had been 
lending while French and German 
armies had been spending. The neu- 
trality and activity of England made 
the indemnity easy. In the circum- 
stances of the present war, no such 
neutral trading and banking countries 
exist. 7 

“If Germany has to pay a huge in- 
demnity, she cannot do it by ship- 
ments of guld, nor by transferring 
debts due her, nor by creating fresh 
debts. She can pay only by her com- 
merce or productive industry. If her 
manufacturing and shipping and trad- 
ing houses could be started at once 
in fell swing, immediately the war 
ends, she might soon be paying off m- 
demnity. But her men will be gone, 
her credit vanished, her system over- 
turned. The possibility of paying un- 
der these conditions seems remote. 

“If Germany’s wonderful productiv- 
ity and trading enterprises are to be 
revived after the war in order to pay 
tndemnities to her enemies, it means 
that her enemies will have to trade 
with her far more than they did be- 
fore the war. If the impoverished 
workers of Germany are to make 
wealth to pay, then there must be 
customers for their work. These can 
only be found among the alites. Will 
they want to encourage trade witn her 
while their own mills and workmen 
are depressed and perhaps idle? Will 
those of the allies who have been pro- 
tectionist before, notably Russia. be- 
come free trade in order that Ger- 
man workers may produce profits to 
pay indemnity? 

“Writers who have studied the sub- 
fect are agreed that a nation which 


proves victorious in war may with 


profit and advantage impose a money 
indemnity on the vanquished only un- 
der very exceptional circumstances, 
and three conditions are requisite: the 
nation paving the tndemnity must be 
very wealthy, it must be immeasur- 
ably weaker tn military strength than 
the victor, and the war must be of 
short duration. 

“There is one possible way. how- 
ever, in which the equivalent of an 
indemnity might ficure in the allies’ 
peace terms. In this latest and great 
est war new and astonishing methods 
of warfare and action have been wide- 
ly introduced. old traditions and con- 
ventions of war have heen thrown to 
the winds. May it not be so after: 


the war that new proposals for peace 


may be put forward? For instance. 


‘why not require Germany to supply 


eo many tone of steel, cement, tim- 
her stone, bricks, for rebuilding dev- 
astated Relginm? Why not gere to 
trading conventions that wo allow 
the allies the benefit of mutual trade 
and commerce? Why not get cer- 
train advantages over land rates be- 
tween the west of Etro and Russi 
across Germany? And other similar 
concessions wil! readily occur The 
obtect of these would. not be, like 
that of an Indemnity, to disarm and 
wenken the vanqutshed. but ft would 
he a noessible policy to arrange trade 
or services on terms which would ob- 
viousiv be advantaceous to the vic- 
tors The poseibiiittes of civilisation 
are not exhausted even If a crushing 
indemnity ts in the nature of events 
out of the question”

An astonishing pamphiet is circulated by a prominent church. It 
ig devoted to praise of the congregation’s retiring pastor, and relates 
with glowing and elaborate compliments his success in his ministry 
there. It declares that when he offered his resignation his people be- 
sought him to stay among them, but he resisted all pleas and insisted 
on leaving because he was called to a work much more important. 
There are reprinted elaborate resolutiong in which the session and all 
other church organizations expressed their heartbroken sorrow at 
‘losing a pastor so beloved. Formal action of the eldership pledged 
“hearty co-operation and support” if he would only consent to remain. 
All this in spite of the fact, open and notorious enough. to be known 
to hundreds, that the session months before the resignation served 
notice on the pastor that his presence in the congregation was un- 
endurable and that he must leave as soon as he could get another 
place to go to—in consequence of which notice the unhappy man 
scoured the entire country to find a reasonable soft cushion whereon 
to light when he was kicked out. Condemnation of the church’s 
hypocrisy is hardly necessary beyond the mere statement of the; case, 
but there may at least be appended a sententious remark which an 
eminent church leader uttered several years ago in view of a similar

ERA OF PROSPERITY 
PREDICTED BY OIL MEN. 


OT in years, say oil men, have 
they faced an era of greater 
promise than that which dawns 

today. Already fortified with two 
price advances, which have occurred 
in the past two months, they are look- 
ing forward to a strengthening mar- 
ket for their product. 

The sudden shortage of gasoline 
and light oil lines that became ap- 
parent the end of last year has 
changed the outlook in the industry, 
in that it has shown that lighter 
crude oil, which a year ago Was a 
drug on the market, is now in much 
demand. Fuel oil too, reveals a firm 
tone. So that improvement fs 
not confined to one branch, as has 
generally been the case. heretofore, 
but is characteristic of marketable 
oll of all characters. 

For the first time since 1906 Call- 
fornia in 1915 showed a slight de- 
cline tn production, as compared with 
the previous year. The output for

: Norman Angell criticises the attitude 
of Europe as that of fighting first and 
finding out afterwards what it was fighting 
for. He claims that under economic con- 
ditions today a nation’s rights and in- 
terests can mever be protected by arms 
alone. In the last resort arms are for 
the defense, not, properly speaking, of a 
country but of a policy. If armaments are 
to be effective the people of this country 
‘and the world at large, as well as the 
theoretically prospective enemy, must know 
what policy the armaments stand for. 
In an address at Melrose, Mass., Mr. 
Angel) said: “Advocates of ‘preparedness’ 
in the United States seem to imply that 
the American policy in no way touches the 
rest of the world and that American mill- 
tary force cam have only one object: to 
repel. predatory raids upon American ter- 
ritory. These advocates seem to say ‘All 
we ask of the foreigner is kindly to keep 
out. As we don’t need to argue about that, 
why need we consider an overseas policy?“ 
The United States has had several wars 
since it became an independent nation and 
bas been near to several more; and, not one 
of these wars was for the defense of its 
territory. All arose out of a conflict of 
policy, over American rights at sea, the 
Monroe doctrine, etc. Mr. Angell claims’ 
that what is now needed is “a formulation 
of policy with reference to South America,

state as already existent, and on the fact 
of the power of economic pressure, already 
shown in action. Such a policy, it fs to 
be hoped, will be based on a moral fact 

not on a diplomatic fiction, such as the 
present United States theory of neutrality 

Such a policy would lead this country to 
say to the other countries of the world 
state, ‘Each member of this state shall en- 
joy the rights and privileges of our world 
state.’ Recognition of this world state 
might well be the beginning of the world 
organization of our common resources 
social, economical and political—for the 
purpose of dealing with a recalcitrant mem 
ber of international society by other than 
purely military means; a starting point 
whence international law might be made 
a reality; a code that is not merely ex- 
pressing the general interest but embody- 
ing means of enforcing respect for it. The 
test question to be applied to a presumable 
aggressor would be: ‘Are you prepared 
to have your motives investigated; if not,

K. Jerome avows that America has nothing 
to do with this war except as the ‘conflict 
may affect the general future of humanity. 
While Gilbert K. Chesterton choses to re, 
mind us that “a rich and disdainful democ- 
racy across the Atlaritic is something which 
the German empire simply could not afford 
to tolerate,” he generously states that the 
only way an Englishman can profitably ex- 
press his respect for America'is by perpet 
ually reminding himself that the Declara- 


tion of Independence was not only a liter 


ary . masterpiece, but a historical fact.

They 
take no account of the rights of minorities, 
and yet it is true that a majority of the 
votersqais not a majority of the persons 
aff by - law. Experience has shown 
that where the referendum is resorted to 


voters, 
of whom have not the time and oppertunity 
to examine or discuss the merits of the 
question. The present demand is that the 
way be opened for any legislation that a 
majority of voters may propose. 

-It is. precisely tn the guaran of in- 
dividual life, liberty, and prope , in, 
other words, a limitation upon Absolute: 
legislation and provision, for judi@&l pro- 
tection+-that the distinctive excellance of 
the national Constitution consists, The 
American coloni#ts suffered from absolute 
legislation on these subjects, and. they 
meant, after they had abolished the unlim- 


over them, to: make it certain that no such 
unlimited authority should exist among 
themselves, They meant to guard the “un- 
alienable rights” for which they had strug- 
gled, against All possible combinations of 
opposing interests. This the national Con- 
stitution does. It offers to every man, no 
matter how humble—and the provision was 
designed for the protection of the humblest 
—legal security against deprivation of life, 
liberty, or property “without due process of 
law.” But it does more than’this. It places 
certain rights and liberties beyond the. men- 
‘ace of arbitrary legislation by rendering 
such legislation nugatory. | 

It is, in fact, to these limitations that the 
critics object. They wish no limits to legis- 
lation, in order that social experiments may 
be freely made. For this they claim there 
is urgent necessity. No people, they assure 
us, should continue to live under a system 
of government a century and a quarter old. 
As well might it be argued that the heart, 
or lungs, or any other organ of the body, 
has no proper place in it because it was 
developed so long ago. If its antiquity 
were a valid objection to it, we should have 
to declare the law of gravitation obsolete 
also. 

In the belief that the merits of the Con- 
stitution are not sufficiently understood, 
and that the weakening of its guarantees of 
life, liberty and property would be a 
calamity, a “National Association for Con- 
stitutional Government” has been formed, 
the purpose of which is to impress upon the 
citizens, especially young men and others 
who have recently acquired American citi- 
zenship, the inestimable value of the consti-

NEW CONCRETE BRIDGE. 


ORANGE, Dec. 31.—Within a few 
days the new concrete bridge across 
the Santiago Creek, east of Orange, 
Will be open for traffic, 
was built jointly by the city of Orange 
and the ceunty. and it constitutes an- 
other of the substantial improvements 
that have been made in this section 
recently.
